A CHRISTMAS ELECTION 


A worse time could hardly have been 
chosen to hold a by-election in Edmon- 
ton—or in any other constituency for 
that matter. In the holiday season people 
cannot be induced to take even a casual 
interest in matters political—certainly not 
people who have already had more elec- 
tions this year than they wanted. The 
real campaign will not get under way un- 
til after the New Year, and, with polling 
on January %th, there will remain only 
about one clear week for the contest. 

With Capt. Bowen, Col. Jamieson and 
Mr. Roper in the field, it can be assumed 
that the campaign will be clean, free from 
personalities, and fought out on public 
issues. And whichever wins, Edmonton 
will secure a representative worthy of the 
city, devoted to its interests, and qualified 
to protect and promote those interests ef- 
fectively in the legislature. The electors 
may congratulate themselves that the 
choice lies between men of excellent repu- 
tation and sincere interest in public af- 
fairs. 

It will be unfortunate if the proposal 
is not accepted that the candidates hold 
joint meetings. They will have to do their 
talking to small audiences in any case; 
and three speakers are likely to draw a 

wger crowd than one. 
WHY HESITATE? 


It is intimated from Ottawa that the 
Dominion Government may assist farm- 
ers by supplying seed grain next spring 
where that is required, and may “possibly” 
afford some measure of relief in regard to 
food, fuel and fodder during the winter. 

Why there should be any doubt, or any 
hesitancy, in a matter of the kind is a 
mystery. The Dominion admits responsi- 
bility for idle men in the centres, and is 
paying out money to help supply them 
with food and shelter. It is no less neces- 
sary, and certainly no less direct an obli- 
gation, to see that farm families are not 
destitute durine the winter and that they 
secure seed with which to sow their fields 
when spring arrives. 

Humanity demands that; and it js also 
sound public policy. It would certainly 
not help to right the economic conditions 
if farm families should here and there be 
driven off their farms—-and into the cities 
-~by sheer want, or because they could 
not get seed to put in a crop when the time 
comes. And at this juncture it would do 
a good deal to restore confidence in the 


soundness of Canadian agriculture if 
some gesture were made which woulda 
show that the Dominion Government is 


as much concerned about the welfare of 

the farmers as it is about the manufac- 

turer and his employee. 
CALLED TO INDIA 

Lord Willingdon is leaving Canada, 
probably within a few months, to become 
Viceroy of India. Canadians will regret 
his departure, for he has represented the 
King in this Dominion in a way to gain 
their high esteem. His official conduct 
has been exemplary, while the interest and 
understanding he has displayed in regard 
to the country, its resources, position and 
problems have been those of a keenly in- 
telligent businessman, His speeches to 
boards of trade meetings and other gath- 
erings have always been of the worth

Canada’s Governor-General is not be- 
ng transferred to India merely as a mat- 
rof routine.

A decision has been handed down in 
the Manitoba courts whereby land which 
was “yey to be covered by the terms 
of the Wheat Pool contract is declared to 
be not so affected. Two boys had leased 
a parcel of land from their father, a Pool 
member, The Pool claimed that the con- 
tract made it compulsory for the lessees 
to deliver their grain to that organiza- 
tion. The court decided that they were 
justified in selling grain to anyone they 
pleased. 

It is said that this case has peculiar 
features which prevent it being regarded 
as a precedent of general application. If 
that is not the fact, it would appear to be 
possible for any Pool member to side- 
step his contract by the simple device of 
renting his land, perhaps to a son or other 
relative. The public have reasons for hop- 
ing that the contention is correct that the 
outcome does not open the way for a gen- 
eral evasion of Pool contracts by that 
means, 

In guaranteeing the banks against logs 
through the Pool operations, the three 
provincial governments staked millions of 
their taxpayers’ money that the Pool can 
in the course of years recover the loss it 
has already sustained. This the Pool can 
only do by deducting a certain amount per 
bushel from the price of the wheat de- 
livered to it in future by its members. The 
fewer those who are under contract, the 
smaller the prospect that th's can be done, 
and the more imminent the outlook that 
the taxpayers will have to make good the 
guarantee, 

The solidarity of the Pool is now a 
matter of very real concern to the provin- 
cial taxpayers. Should the members in 
any considerable numbers release them- 
selves from their contracts, and thus cut 
down the amount of wheat upon which 
the Pool can levy in future years, the lia- 
bility of the taxpayers would be changed 
from a contingent to a very direct one. 
The Pool cannot pay if it does not con- 
tinue to do business on a very large scale. 
And if the Pool cannot pay, the taxpayers 
must.

1d TRAINING TOTS WITH TOYS 

Christmas time is the season for childien's Wwys. A 
shopper in a toy department of.en sees so many 
ihings that he doesn’t know what is best to buy for 
a child. 

The best toys are those which promise hours of 
delighted play. The f nest rule for buying toys is to 
remember that chilaren play be.t with toys which give 
chem something to pul together. 

The least satisfactory toys are those which are 
mechanica. and which go by themselves while iho 
child sits quietly by and watches, It is nov the bess 
plan to buy toys which come apart easily and are 
qu.ckly broken, 

In choosing toys one should see that they are 
strong and well made, or will give the child something 
io build, make or do, or will develop the child's mus- 
cles, 

Every child is born with a strong curiosity which 
impels 10 w try to find out how the “wheels go 
around.” ‘Thus, a ch.ld may take a toy apart solely 
from curiosily and this is a perfectly normal, natural 
motive and one which need not alarm the movher 
The way to take advantage of this trait is to give 
the child toys with which he can build houses, gar- 
ages and other things. Then when he tires of them 
he can tear them apa:t and make something new. 

Mochers usually learn after a few years that the 
elaborate and expens.ve toys are thrown aside. Son 
does not enjoy an eleciric train if it such an expen- 
sive set that only father may be tru_ted to adjust 
the switches on it, The toys which children love the 
most are Often made from odds and ends. If let 
alone a child will choose those things which can be 
used to make something and will cherish old string 
empty packages, cans, rocks, t.nfoil, cpools, rusty 
padlocks, nails, old boxes and boards which may be 
used to piay “house,” and bits of clothes to dress up 


in. Therefore, in buying for him choose objects like 
these which can be uved for building, and manipu- 
lating. 

Good toys to buy are: Crayons and patnis with 
paper, scissors, sandpiles, sw-ngs, modeling clay, 
hammers, saws, bells, ropes, trains, dolls and toy fur- 
niture,

Older children are fortunate if thay get toy gWhich 
fake them outdoors and develop their strength, such 
as: tricycles, »kates, bikes, scooters, wagons, and the 
pedal automobiles. Rings which may be hung up, 
and acting bars are also splendid for encouraging 
activity. 

Ch Jdren's toys teach them to co-ordinate the 
muscles and train fingers and the power of observa- 
tiou, A child who has had plenty of the right kind 
of play will always seem more alert and will han- 
die his fingers and his tools far better than one who 
has not had this training.

Chateaubriand, the French soldier, statesman and 
writer, went to Rome as the ambas ad r from F ance 
n 1826. A warm friendship grew up between him and 
Pope Leo XII, and this resulted, when H's Holiness 
died, in an unusua! b quest to the Frenchman. Of his 
fir-t aud ence with the Pape, Chateaubriand wrote: 

“Leo XII, a prince of noble presenc®, and with a 
countenance serene, yet sad, was clad in a simple 
white soutane. No pomp surround) him. His cabinet 
js quite plain, almost without furnilure, He eat) al- 
most nothing. He lives —together wth his cat--on a 
| lttle polenta.” (A thick porridg> of barley or chest- 
nut meal.) 

This cat of the pope's it developed, was named 
Micetto. Chateaubriand describes him—- 

“He is a large cat. reddish gray in color, streaked 
with transy rse bands. born in the Vatican in the 
Qallery of Raphae’, and brought up by Leo XIl 
himself.” 
| Micetto, the ambasador seys, ‘was very swect- 
| tempered, like his owner.” Many time when the 
Frenchman was adm tied to the presence of the pope 
he found the cat resting in the loosely hanging lap- 
pet of his master's robe. 

No human could enjoy such intimacy as this, ‘1 
| looked upon it with envy,” rays Chateaubriand 
| Hs heart was comp'etsly won by Micetto. He show- 
" ed his interest so much that the Pope was grat'fied. 
| His health was rapidly failing at the time. Not long 
after he died. And so-~ 

“On the death of the succe sor ef Saint Peter.” 
| writes Chateaubriand, “I inherited his ownerless cat.” 
Soon the ambassador gave up his pot and returned 
| to France. He took Miceltto wth h'm to Paris. Fame 
was his from the beg’nning: He was known as “The 
Pope's Cat" and was held in great honor by p‘ous 
sou's. 

Chateaubriand was devoted to his pet. “I endea- 
vor,” he writes, “to make him forget he is an exile 
from his native land, to forget theh Si tine Chapel,

But the deeper one goes into the 
character of the current world econ- 
omic situation, the more one re- 
alizes that we are rapid'y becoming 
citizens of a World Wi hout a We.t. 

The world is emerging from its 
youth of expansion and exploitation, 

We face an era of inten‘ive qual- 
itative development of the areas 
anid proces es and phases of clviliza- 
tion that we have in the decade: 
past preempted and created.

Apart from ways and means there 
is a mental fitn.ss aspect to all such 
problems, They must be convidered 
without prejudice and on a long- 
range scale. Prevention ts better 
than cure, The muddle of prohibi- 
tion should have been prevented; 
the muddle of unemploym nt like- 
wise. Since both require action 
through political machinery, their 
solution becomes a high-grade in- 
telligence-test of democracy.

Measure Designed to Aid 
in Keeping Rural 
Schools Open 


Designed to aid in the keeping open 
of schools with as little lost time as 
possible during the coming season, 
starting after the New Year, an Order- 
in-Council was signed on Monday pro- 
claiming an Act providing for one 
collecting authority for rural school 
taxes, according to an announcement 
made by Hon, Perren Baker, minister 
of education. 

By provisions of the Act, the rural 
municipalities are made responsible 
for the levying and co-lection of taxe 
and for the provision of funds for 
schools within their areas 

By a further Order-in-Council ail 
strictly rural schools wholly or partly 
within a rural municipality, are being 
brought under’ the operation of the 
Act, Heretofore, voluntary steps haa 
been taken along these lines and at 
the present time approximately 90 
rura] municipalities, or in other words 
the majority, have voluntacily arrang- 
ed to become collecting authorities, It 
has been very apparent that in these 
municipalities there is a much health- 
jer situation so far as provision for 
keeping the schools open is concerned 
As many of the others have intimated 
their willingness to come under this 
scheme, the government feels the time 
is opportune to make the best prov- 
ision with a minimuin disturbance. 

Continuing in explanation of the 
action, the Minister sald, “In the sec- 
ond place, the government is issuing 
between now and the New Year a)) 
cheques in payment of the regular and 
equalization school grants which here- 
(ofore have not been paid to the vari- 
ous districts until some time in the
